A similar view had been 
taken by the United States Board 
of Tax Appeals. 

The decision saves Joseph Wide- 
ner from paying Federal taxes on 
$446,824.15, which were the losses 
he suffered on his stables from 
1919 to 1922, and George Widener 
is relieved of paying assessments 
on $90,864 for the year 1919. 

The Bureau of Internal Revenue 
took the position that the Wideners, 
because of their wealth, were not 
in the class of horsemen who main- 
tained stables “for profit,” 
were interested solely because of 
love of the sport, and were not en- 
titled to any deductions for losses. 


The Board of Tax Appeals, by a 
division of its members, ruled, 
however, that the evidence indi- 


cated that the Wideners were in 
the breeding and training of thor- 
‘*business” 
and should be allowed credit for 
their losses in this manner. 

The decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals sustaining the tax board, was 
written by Judge Joseph Buffing- 
ton, senior member of the court, 
and concurred in by Judges Victor 
B. Woolley of Wilmington, Del., 
and W. H. S. Thomson of, Pitts- 
burg.

If you buy a rib roast it may 
be a “standing”’’ one—that is sim- 
ply trimmed and the bones cracked | 
but not removed—or it may be| 
boned and rolled. If you prefer) 
a rolled roast—one from which) 
the bones have been removed and | 
the meat rolled—be sure to see 
that you get the bones as they; 
make an excellent soup stock. 

The size of a roast you buy de-| 
pends, of course, upon the num- | 
ber of people you wish to serve. 

A solid piece of meat such as 
the cut from the round or sirloin 
may be had in almost any requir- 
ed amount; if you are buying ribs, 
the cut known as the first or prime 
rib will weigh from three to four 
pounds, the first two ribs will 
weigh about six pounds, 

The further down the meat is| 
cut on the ribs the larger is the 
roast, the third cut weighs around 
five pounds. 

It is more economical to buy a 
roast that is large enough to serve 
for more than one meal. Cold cuts

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Simple Science for Everyone 
By Colin G. Welles, Ph. D. 


THE FAIREST PLANET 
ANGING low above the West- 
He-= horizon at dusk and shin- 
ing in the path of the dawn in 
the East, is the brightest and love- 
lest planet of all—Venus. It is 
the morning and the evening star. 
Though we see its brilliant light 
very plainly in the sky and though 
it is, in fact, quite a near neigh- 
for of ours, as universal distances 
£0, Venus is nevertheless a planet 
of mystery because it is forever 
veiled by clouds. 
We have every reason to believe 
that Venus may be the only other 
planet in the sun’s family upon 
which life may possibly exist. It 
is somewhat nearer the sun than 
the Earth is, and yet not so near 
as Mercury, which is much too 
close for comfort. 
Like the Earth, it has a sea of 
atmosphere about it. But whether 
this atmosphere is similar to our 
own, is wholly unknown. Our 
spectroscopes, which are the in- 
struments by which we analyze the 
atmosphere of a distant planet. 
show neither oxygen nor moisture 
in the atmosphere of Venus. 
However, even this does not ab- 
solutely prove that there is no oxy- 
gen nor moisture there. It means 
only that so far as we know there 
is none. But some astronomers in- 
sist that the clouds around Venus 
may be made of snow crystals, 
which form an impenetrable screen 
that defies our finest mechanisms 
and lenses. If this is true, they 
argue, it is probable that oxygen 


and moisture are under the clouds 
even though we haven’t been able 
to find them with the spectréscope. 

However that may be, we are still 
only guessing and reasoning about 
it. And the atmosphere probably 
protects the planet from the sun's 
burning rays in the daytime and 
keeps the warmth like a blanket 
much as our own air on Earth does 
at night. 

Only on Venus there are no days 
and nights, as we on Earth know 
them. For Venus does not spin on 
its own axis as it moves around the 
sun, but keeps the same face ever 
toward it and the other side per- 
petually turned away into the freez- 
ing black space of the universe. 

No Harthly planet .could bear 
eternal sunshine, nor yet unending 
darkness. And so the plants and 
animals of the warth would “nd 
life very difficult on Venus, | 

We might, if we could get a good | 
view through our powerful tele- 
scopes here on Earth, learn a good 
deal more about Venus than we 
know, for it is the nearest of our 
heavenly relatives. But the thick 
cloud banks seldom permit us a 
glimpse of what they shfeld. And 
we do not yet know of what they 
themselves are made.
